SKIP STRIKES AN ICEBERG 


Cairo, 111., Fob. 18.— In a pitched 
battle between a mob that seeks to 
lynch a negro, John Pratt, charged 
with purse stealing, and five deputy 
sheriffs, who are guarding the jail, 
several members of tile mob were shot 
down in an attempt to rush the jail. 
The number of injured is unknown, 
the estimates varying between four 
and eleven. 
The mob is reforming a block away 
and a second attack is imminent. The 
mob, now numbering 500 persons, is 
crazed because Sheriff Nellis and his J pared with that enjoy 
five deputies fired on them and threats 
of the state, 
are being made to lynch them as well 
as the negroes. 
One man, whose name is as yet un­ 
known, was killed when the deputies 
fired into the mob. 
H is body is now 
lying between the mob and jail.

Sheriff Nellis informed Governor Dc 
neon when he applied for the m ilitia 
that one of the women robbed was a 
relative of Annie Pelley, the girl who 
was 
assaulted 
and 
murdered, 
and 
whose murder caused the lynching of 
W illiam Jam es, who was alleged to 
have been her murderer. 
The sheriff 
stated that a relative of M iss Pelley’s 
had come from St. Louis and was go­ 
ing around among the saloons of Cairo 
inciting the habitues of the saloons to 
violence against the colored boys, who 
were indicted and who are in jail, and 
that he had sworn in additional depu­ 
ties, hut deemed it hest, in view of the 
Jam es lyra Iring, to have troops sent to 
his aid. 


W ill Fight to a Finish. 


Sheriff 
Nellis has 
Intrenched his 
force of deputies behind shuttered win 
dows and has sent out word to the 
mob that he w ill fight to a finish to 
protect his prisoner. 
The mob has worked itself into a 
ferny and another rush on the jail is 
expected at any minute. 
The local m ilitia company, Company 
K , was ordered out by Governor Co­ 
neen, hut the authorities have been 
unable to find the company’s officers 
to order out the men. 
A crowd gathered 
about the jail 
about 9 o’clock at night, hut no at­ 
tempt to rush the structure was made 
until shortly before midnight. 
Nellis made good his promise to 
shoot and several in the mob went 
down at the first volley. 
Following the volley, the mob w ith­ 
drew to* a safe distance and began 
firing into the Jail, breaking the win­ 
dows, hut injuring none of the de­ 
fenders. 
The injured were carried away by 
friends and the extent of their in­ 
juries, as well as their identity, was 
concealed. 
Sheriff Nellis has appealed to Gov­ 
ernor Deneen for more soldiers and ad­ 
ditional companies are expected soon. 
There are three negroes in the jail. 
One of them, Pratt, was arrested on a 
charge of snatching purses from wo­ 
men and later confessed. 
He was im­ 
m ediately indicted by the grand jury, 
and it is believed the mob is after him.

Oyster typhoid does not differ m a­ 
terially from ordinary typhoid, and 
is so designated to indicate th a t the 
disease was contracted by eating raw 
oysters containing the typhoid bacil­ 
lus or germ. 
The epidemic troubled the local a u ­ 
thorities considerably because they 
could not discover where it o rig in at­ 
ed, and hence were powerless to take 
precautions against a recurrence. Dr. 
Ii. W. Hill, assistant profesor of bac­ 
teriology at the university, and ex­ 
pert epidemologist for the state board 
of health, was sent to Buffalo to trace 
the source of the disease. 
His investigation showed that the 
cases were widely scattered and th a t 
the families did not obtain milk from 
tile same m ilkm an or w ater from the 
same well. 
Dr. Hill then concluded that the 
germs m ust have come In food, and 
this food was p a r t a k e n during the 
first week in January. 
This centered 
interest iii the W oodmen’s dinner. 
In nam ing over the various articles 
served a t the dinner, Dr. H ill’s In­ 
form ants named oysters, which had 
been served raw and cooked. 
It was found th a t all the sick peo­ 
ple had eaten raw oysters. 
Taking 
this into consideration with other 
inform ation, Dr. Hill decided that 
tile oysters had infected tile sick peo­ 
ple.— Minneapolis Journal.

A griculiural hid) schools are being 
established in different states so that 
pupils may go from the small district 
schools to a larg; r and better equipped 
school to com hun* their agricultural 
studies. 
T here should be at least one 
such school in each county w here farm 
subjects would receive special a tte n ­ 
tion. 
it is education of the right sort. 
considering what is dem anded of mod 
em progressive farmers. 


Agricultural Department. 


The important service rendered to 
the f a r m e r s of the land by the agri­ 
cultural departm ent at W ashington is 
everyw here recognized. 
The experi­ 
ment stations, the successive bulletins 
dealing w ith all phases of crop grow ­ 
ing. live stock and other subjects of 
interest to farmers and the other ac­ 
tivities of the departm ent have been 
of incalculable benefit to American ag­ 
riculture. 
Of scarcely less mom ent are the va 
rious farm ers’ institutes held in the 
different stat cs. 
A case in point was 
the institute held at M anhattan. Kau.. 
about tw o weeks ago. Over HUO fa n n ­ 
ers were present. 
During the last year a large corps 
of farmers' institute workers and in 
struetors from the K ansas State Agri­ 
cultural college have been busy in the 
county 
and 
local 
institutes of 
the 
state. 
They have lectured upon and 
dem onstrate I scientific agricultural in­ 
vestigation 
and 
better 
methods 
of 
farm ing. The mails have carried large 
am ounts o f bulletins aud other litera­ 
ture relating to agriculture, and spe­ 
cial trains have made tours of the 
state. This is taking the college to the 
people. 
Then for a week, from Dec 
27 to Jan. I, the people cam e to tho 
college w hen it opened its doors to the 
state farmers? institute. 
Almost 70u 
persons, most of them boys aud girls, 
sent by the local institutes of their re 
spective neighborhoods, were enrolled 
in classes. Besides these there were u 
large number who cam e to the con­ 
ferences of the various organizations 
of agricultural interests that met at 
the college during the week. The dai­ 
rymen and creamery men of K ansas 
effected organizations, and the horse, 
the sheep and the sw ine breeders' as 
social ions convened.

Professor C. P. H artley of the Unit­ 
ed States departm ent of agriculture 
gave

about corn breeding and corn vurin- 
i Hon. 
Ile told of the results of experi­ 
ments which he him self had carried 
out in corn grow ing. 
There w as ny 
pretty but useless theory here. 
The 
practical nature of his work w as set 
forth when he said: 
“It is not alw ays the nicest looking 
ear o f corn that is the best; hence 
the necessity o f making ‘ear to row ’ 
tests in order to determ ine which ears 
are really the highest yielders. 
My 
idea of a score card for corn is ’yield 
o f good corn per acre IOO points.’ ” 
The dairym en, millers, w heat grow ­ 
ers, 
live slock 
raisers, 
poultrymen, 
good roads advocates and others also 
had their day at the K ansas insti­ 
tute. 
All this work, together w ith the 
Instruction at the agricultural colleges.
